But it's an exfremely valuable sub- 
stance, anyway.

$5,000 gone! 

“In order to carry it about in the 
hospitals and clinics an extremely 
careful, honest person is needed. 
The surgeons themselves have other 
things to think about. The nurses are 
too easily distracted. The profession 
of radium! porter has therefore been 
inventd. [T am one of the first» of 
them, so far as I know.’
